DEVOTIONAL PERIOD: Bishop Mead called the Conference 

to order at 8:30 a. m. and asked R. L. Weldon to conduct the de 
votional period. A few hymns were sung and prayer offered and a 
scripture lesson read without comment.

OFFICERS AND ASSISTANTS: The Secretary announced as 

his assistants, H. W. Bahler, J. C. Shaw, E. R. Haug and R. R. 
Bloomquist. The Statistician announced as his assistants, W. H. 
Bengtson, E. E. Schmidt, J. C. Shaw, W. O. Schulze and E. R. Haug. 
The Treasurer announced as his assistants, O. C. Raeke, B. F. Lehm- 
berg, Ben H. Bohmfalk and G. A. Schulze. 

THE BOUNDS OF THE CONFERENCE: The bounds of the 

Conference were fixed at the first three rows of chairs in the audi- 
torium. 

REPORTERS: H. M. Hopkins was asked to report for the 

Central Christian Advocate, G. C. Brannies for the Apologete and 
the Texas Stern, and C. W. Bergguist for the Sandebudet. 

POSTMASTER: Don L. Harwell, upon motion of R. L. Weldon, 

was appointed to this office. 

NOTE OF IDENTIFICATION: L. J. Rode moved that the Sec- 

retary of the Conference write a note of identification in behalf of 
the Conference Treasurer, H. G. Mood, to the Bank in order that he 
may be recognized as the duly constituted Treasurer of this Con- 
ference. The motion carried. 

UNIFICATION: The Bishop called the attention of the Confer- 

ence to the matter of voting on unification. A. A. Leifeste moved, 
and the motion carried, that this matter be made the order of the 
day immediately after the reading of the Journal on Friday morning. 

MILLION UNIT FELLOWSHIP: The Bishop called attention 

to this new movement in our church and urged that the Commission 
on World Service bring in a report for the consideration of this 
body at a later date. 

CONFERENCE PROGRAM: C. P. Zenor moved, and it was 

carried, that the printed program become the official program for 
this session of the Conference. 

BOARD OF PENSION AND RELIEF: Bishop Mead announced 

that he had received a check from this Board for this Conference 
for the amount of $65. 

SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS: The name of R. L. Weldon, 

Superintendent of the Brenham District, was called, his character 
passed and he gave his report. This was followed by the passing 
of the characters of the men on his District. A. A. Leifeste’s name

QUESTION 27 was called for and the characters of the preachers 
passed. 

INTRODUCTIONS: O. E. Olander and T. J. Shrode, retired 

members of our Conference, were introduced. 

COMMITTEE ON ACCEPTED SUPPLIES: Bishop Mead asked 

the Board of Ministerial Training and the Committee on Conference 
Relations to designate five men from each group to serve as a Com- 
mittee on Accepted Supply Pastors, in accordance with the Discipline. 

QUESTION 14 was called for. Elmer Hierholzer from the South- 
west Kansas Conference, and W. H. Steinman from the Minnesota 
Conference, and Dr. J. T. Carlyon from the Colorado Conference, 
were announced as transferred into the Southern Conference. 

INTRODUCTION: Dr. H. C. Leonard of the Board of Home 

Missions and Church Extension, was introduced and spoke in the 
interest of the Board. 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY: The Bishop read an announce- 

ment of a meeting of the Bible Boards of the six conferences now 
in session. A. A. Leifeste moved that W. B. Van Valkenburgh rep- 
resent the Conference at this meeting and that he be Chairman of 
the American Bible Society, composed of the following committee: 
G. C. Brannies, O. M. Andrews. The motion carried. 

ANNOUNCEMENT: B. H. Fleming announced a breakfast to 

be held at the Rice Hotel Friday morning for the ministers of the 
six conferences and urged a good attendance. 

QUESTION 1 was called. See disciplinary questions. 

CONFERENCE JOURNAL: The Secretary presented the mat- 

ter of financing the publication of the Conference Journal and moved 
that it be referred to the Finance Commission. The motion carried. 

QUESTION 2 was called. The Conference is incorporated. 

QUESTION 3 was called. C. F. Bohmfalk, Treasurer of the 
Preachers Aid Society, is bonded for $15,000. A. M. Thompson, 
Treasurer of the Finance Commission, $2,000.00. H. M. Hopkins 
moved that G. Henry Mood, Conference Treasurer, be bonded for 
$ 10 , 000 . 
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INTRODUCTIONS: Dr. Dan Brummitt, Editor of the Central 

Christian Advocate, was introduced and spoke in the interest of the 
Advocate. 

Dr. Franklin Lewis, President of Central Wesleyan Orphanage, 
was introduced and spoke briefly to the Conference.

Lehmberg for E. F. Williams; Trinity Emergency: John Deschner 
in place of John Hierholzer; Home Missions: C. W. Bergquist in 
place of J. F. Sarner; Institute Commission: C. F. Schmidt in place 
of A. A. Grusendorf, W. R. Wendt was added to the commission; 
Social Service: Don L. Harwell in place of E. F. Williams, J. F.

PREACHING MISSION: The Bishop called attention to the 

National Preaching Mission being sponsored by the Federal Council 
of the Churches of Christ in America. W. R. Polhamus asked for 
personal privilege and presented Frank Jensen of the Executive 
Committee of the Dallas Preaching Mission, who invited the min- 
isters to attend the mission and urged that each church conduct 
one of its own beginning with November 29. 

INVITATIONS: W. R. Polhamus extended an invitation to the 

Southern Annual Conference to meet at First Church, Dallas, for its 
1937 session, subject to approval of the cabinet. Another invitation 
was extended by John Deschner from the Austin Street Church, 
Seguin, Texas. W. B. Van Valkenburgh moved and it was carried 
that these invitations be referred to the Cabinet. 

PREACHER’S AID: A. A. Leifeste read the annual report of 

the Preacher’s Aid Society. The report was accepted. H. M. Hop- 
kins suggested that the Executive Committee be listed with other 
committees in the Conference Journal. The suggestion was accept- 
ed by common consent. C. F. Bohmfalk, Treasurer of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society, read his report. The report was accepted. C. F. 
Bohmfalk moved and it was carried that the Treasurer of the 
Preacher’s Aid Society be instructed to pay to the Conference Stew- 
ards the amount of $2300. for Conference claimants.

ANNOUNCEMENTS: Chairmen of the committees announced 

their meetings and the local pastor made some announcements. 

MEDITATION: Bishop Mead presented Bishop Geo. A. Miller 

who spoke on the importance of Foreign Missions as a force in the 
creation of a world brotherhood. 

ADJOURNMENT: The morning session was declared adjourned. 

Dr. Franklin Lewis pronounced the benediction. 



Third Day 

FRIDAY, NOVEMBER 6, 1936 * 



OPENING SERVICE: Bishop Chas. L. Mead called the Confer- 

ence to order at 9:00 a. m. and announced that A. A. Leifeste had 
charge of the devotional period. The hymn, “O For a Thousand 
Tongues to Sing”, was sung and Rev. Gene LaGrone of the Okla- 
homa Conference led in prayer. 

JOURNAL OF THE PREVIOUS DAY: The minutes were read 

and, after a few minor corrections, were approved. 

REPORTS FROM THE CHARGES: Bishop Mead read the par- 

agraph in the discipline with regard to the handing in of reports 
from the various charges and asked whether the disciplinary re- 
quirements had been complied with. The answer was in the affirm- 
ative. 

ORDER OF THE DAY: The vote on unification was the order 

of the day immediately after the reading of the journal. Due to 
the absence of ministers and laymen, A. A. Leifeste moved and B. 
H. Fleming seconded that this matter be made the order of the- day 
at 11 o’clock. The motion carried. In this connection the ques- 
tion arose as to whether the laymen now in session should be asked 
to take their vote or wait for the united session. Theodore Moberg 
moved that the votes on this question be taken in the joint session 
in accordance with the order of the day. The motion carried. 

QUESTION 4 was called for and the statistician, W. H. Bengt- 
son, gave his report. Bishop Mead commented at length on the 
increases in money and the losses in our young people’s organiza- 
tions. The report was adopted. (See report). 
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TREASURER’S REPORT: G. H. Mood, the Conference Treas- 

urer, gave his report. O. C. Raeke called attention to discrepancies 
between the statistician’s and the treasurer’s reports. The matter 
of reporting certain items was then discussed. C. W. Bergquist 
moved and J. J. Davis seconded that the 1 % the ministers pay into 
the Preacher’s Aid Endowment Fund be reported under the heading, 
“Annual Conference Investments for Conference Claimants.” C. L. 
Elliott moved to amend the motion so as to read that the Secretary 
of the Conference be instructed to print this fact in connection with 
the “Connectional Claims” of the Conference. C. W. Bergquist ac- 
cepted this as a part of his motion and the nfotion carried. The 
Treasurer’s report was then accepted. (See Treasurer’s report). 

2% % ON DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY: Theodore 
Moberg called attention to the fact that 2y 2 % of the 12V 2 % on 
the assessment for District Superintendents’ salary was for the pur- 
pose of retiring a debt, and that this 2%.% should be reported in 
a separate column in the Journal. L. J. Rode moved that this 
matter be referred to the “Finance Commission.” The motion car- 
ried. (See Finance Commission report). 

PROPORTIONAL PAYMENTS: Bishop Mead read paragraph 

101 in the discipline and explained the change made by the General 
Conference. 

W. C. T. U. ANNOUNCEMENT: Mrs. W. C. Godby, State Di- 

rector of Alcohol Education, was introduced and spoke on exhibits 
and educational supplies as these relate themselves to the W. C. T. 
U. program. 

MILLION UNIT FELLOWSHIP MOVEMENT: Bishop Mead in- 

troduced Bishop George A. Miller and asked him to speak on this 
movement in our church. Bishop Charles L. Mead then spoke. This 
was followed by remarks from the chairman of the World Service 
Commission, O. E. Linstrum, and as chairman he recommended that 
we adopt this fellowship plan which calls for a 27% increase in 
World Service giving. At this point Bishop Mead read letters from 
Bishop Keeney, chairman of this undertaking, which recommended 
that membership enrollment in this Million Unit Fellowship Move- 
ment be launched on November 15th and be brought to its climax 
on February 15, 193 7. He then presented the quota of 13 43 units 
for this Conference to be distributed as follows: Brenham District, 

503; Lake Charles District, 3 70; and the San Antonio District, 470. 
A. A. Leifeste moved that we accept this apportionment and the 
distribution of units to the districts and launch this plan in the 
churches of our Conference on the first Sunday in December. The 
motion carried.

UNIFICATION VOTE: The order of the day was called for and 

the vote on the plan of unification of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
South, The Protestant Methodist Church and the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, was taken with the following results: Ministers, 52 for 

and none against; laymen, 54 for and none against; a unanimous 
vote in both cases. O. M. Andrews moved that the Secretary of the 
Conference immediately inform the five Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, Conferences, now in session in this city, regarding the results 
of this vote. The motion carried. 

INTRODUCTIONS: C. F. Bohmfalk introduced Rev. Roy Per- 

cival of the New Mexico Conference and Rev. E. F. Bohmfalk of the 
Oklahoma Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

TIME EXTENDED: The Bishop called on Dr. W. C. Hanson 

for his report on new books. Dr. Hanson called attention to the 
fact that the time had expired. The Bishop asked for an extension 
of time, which was granted by the Conference. 

“MOMENTS WITH THE BOOKMAN” : Dr. Hanson reported on 

several new books. 

ANNOUNCEMENTS: The chairmen of the various committees 

were given opportunity to announce time and place of meetings. 
The pastor of the local church also made his announcements at this 
time. 

COMMITTEE ON ACCEPTED SUPPLIES: The Bishop asked 

whether the committee on accepted supplies had been named and 
urged that it be done as soon as possible. 

INTRODUCTION: Dr. W. W. Jackson, President of Westmoor- 

land College of San Antonio, was presented to the Conference by 
A. A. Leifeste. 

MEDITATION: Bishop Mead presented Bishop George A. Miller 

for his morning address. He concluded the service with prayer. 

ADJOURNMENT: Bishop Mead declared the session adjourned. 
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Fourth Day 

SATURDAY, NOVEMBER 7, 1936. 

OPENING SERVICE: Bishop Charles L. Mead called the meet- 

ing to order at 8:30 a. m. and L. J. Rode took charge of the de- 
votional service. Several hymns were sung and then he led in 
prayer and read a scripture lesson from the Epistle to the Collosians 
according to Maffat’s translation. A hymn was sung and O. C. 
Raeke led in the closing prayer. 

JOURNAL FROM THE PREVIOUS DAY: The Journal was 

read, a few minor corrections were made, and it was accepted. 

COMMITTEE ON ACCEPTED SUPPLIES: W. L. Hornung re- 

ported that the following have been appointed as members of this 
committee: From the Conference Relations Committee, H. M. Hop- 

kins, B. H. Fleming, W. R. Polhamus, John J. Brodhead, B. E. 
Breihan; from the Board of Ministerial Training, C. W. Rodgers, 
W. R. Wendt, John Deschner, C. P. Zenor, W. O. Schulze. At this 
point the newly constituted committee was excused by the Conference 
to make up the list of accepted supplies. 

AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY: O. M. Andrews reported for 

the committee. The report was adopted. (See report). 

BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS: B. F. Lehmberg reported. 

The report was accepted. (See report). 

TREASURER MINISTERIAL TRAINING: C. W. Bergquist re- 

ported. The report was accepted. (See report). 

BOARD OF EDUCATION: C. W. Bergquist reported orally on 

the school situation at Port Arthur and suggested that mention of 
this school’s report be made in the minutes. He also requested that 
the churches of the Conference should support Southwestern Uni- 
versity with their gifts, large or small. 

COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM: C. L. Elliott reported. The 

report was accepted. (See report). 

CHURCH PAPERS: A. A. Leifeste moved that last year’s church 
paper report be reprinted in the Journal of this year. The motion 
carried. Bishop Mead commented on the need of informed laypaen 
and hence the emphasis in the local churches upon subscriptions to 
our church papers. A. A. Leifeste moved that since the Apologete 
will be discontinued with the end of this year that Wm. Buehrer 
and E. F. Schuessler be a committee to write Dr. Bucher and express

the appreciation of this Conference for the service this paper has 
rendered through the years to the German speaking people of our 
Methodism. The motion carried. 

BOARD OF STEWARDS. Theodore Moberg reported. The re- 
port was accepted. (See report). 

DISCIPLINARY QUESTIONS: Questions 5 to 14 were acted 

upon. (See Disciplinary Questions). 

STATISTICIAN AND TREASURER EXPENSES: J. J. Davis 

moved that in view of the fact that the statistician and his staff and 
the treasurer and his staff are put to considerable expense by virtue 
of the fact that they report for Conference a few days ahead of the 
session of the Conference, that they be reimbursed. The motion 
carried. A. A. Leifeste moved that these expenses be met out of 
the surplus fund of the Conference Treasurer. The motion carried. 

SOCIAL SERVICE REPORT: J. C. Shaw reported for the Com- 

mittee. The report was commented on by H. C. Leonard and the 
Bishop. The report was accepted and it was moved that a copy of 
it be given to the local press. The motion carried. (See report). 

FINANCE COMMISSION: G. E. Carter reported for the Com- 

mission. The report caused considerable discussion but no action 
was taken. The report was accepted. (See report). 

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS’ REPORTS: R. L. Weldon 

moved that the District Superintendents’ reports be omitted from 
the Journal this year. Much discussion ensued and many sugges- 
tions and several counter moves were made but the original motion 
in this form finally prevailed, namely, that the reports be not print- 
ed but that the superintendents report to the Conference at the next 
session as in former years. The motion carried. 

OTHER ABBREVIATIONS OF THE JOURNAL: C. P. Zenor 

moved that the Memoirs be made as brief as possible, giving only 
the essential facts in each case and that the same rule be applied 
to all other reports as well so as to economize on the printing cost 
of the Journal. (The Secretary is to look after this condensation 
of reports). The motion carried. 

CONFERENCE TRUSTEES: L. J. Rode read the minutes of 

this body and then gave the Treasurer’s report. Both were accepted. 
(See reports). 

BASILE PROPERTY SALE: A. A. Leifeste presented a resolu- 

tion to the Conference authorizing the Conference Board of Trustees 
to sign said resolution so as to fulfill the requirements to clear the 
title for said sale. The resolution was adopted. 
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QUIT LIEN DEED RESOLUTION FROM PREACHER’S AID: 
O. E. Linstrum presented a resolution making effective the action 
of the Preacher’s Aid Executive Committee in giving to Mrs. Geo. 
Neu a quit lien deed on 80 acres of land at Brenham, Texas. The 
resolution was adopted. (See resolution). 

MESSAGES OF CONDOLENCE: L. J. Rode reported that R. R. 

Bloomquist had to leave Conference on account of illness and is now 
in the hospital at Wharton, Texas. W. O. Schulze reported that he 
received a message to the effect that John J. Kleinknecht figured 
in an auto accident at San. Antonio and was badly hurt. R. L. Wel- 
don reported that E. F. Williams had undergone a major operation 
and is still poorly. It was moved and seconded and duly carried 
that the Secretary of the Conference be instructed to send com- 
munications to these men and assure them of the sympathy and 
prayers of this Conference. The motion carried. 

INTRODUCTIONS: Dr. Hunter of the Brownsville District of 

the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was presented to the Con- 
ference. So was also Dr. J. T. Carlyon.

A LOVE FEAST was conducted by B. H. Fleming, at 9:00 a. m. 
at the Norhill Methodist Church. 

MEMORIAL SERVICE: At 9:30 a. m. a Memorial Service was 

conducted, with C. W. Rodgers presiding. The hymn, “Nearer My 
God To Thee”, was sung. C. F. Bohmfalk led in prayer. B. F. 
Lehmberg sang a solo and the following Memoirs were read: L. E. 
Gower, by B. H. Fleming; John Hierholzer, by B. E. Breihan; J. F. 
Sarner, remarks by J. J. Davis and O. E. Linstrum; Mrs. William 
Makowski by H. M. Hopkins; Mrs. Wm. Buehrer, by John Deschner; 
Mrs. C. H. LaGrone, by R. T. Pynes. The hymn, “Lead On O King 
Eternal”, was sung and John Deschner pronounced the benediction. 

MORNING WORSHIP: C. P. Zenor, the pastor of the local 

church, presided over this service. The District Superintendents, 
R. L. Weldon, A. A. Leifeste and L. J. Rode, assisted. The choir 
of the Norhill Church sang the anthems, “Open the Gates of the 
Temple” and “Open Our Eyes”, under the direction of Mr. Herbert 
Haug. Bishop Mead preached the sermon and chose for his text, 
“I will hear what God the Lord will speak: for He will speak peace 
unto His people.” (Ps. 85, 8). Mrs. Herbert Haug officiated at 
the piano. 
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ORDINATION SERVICE: This service was of an unusual char- 

acter in view of the fact that our Conference united with the fol- 
lowing five Conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
to ordain deacons and elders: the Texas Conference, West Texas 
Conference, Central Texas Conference, North Texas Conference, 
Northwest Texas Conference. There were about 30 deacons or- 
dained on this occasion, three of whom were from our Conference 
as follows: Clarence B. Krumnow, Elmer Hierholzer, and Howard 
L. Leckie. Bishop Edwin D. Mouzon of the Church South preached 
a most impressive sermon and had charge of the ordination service, 
which took place in the City Auditorium of Houston. The auditorium 
was filled to capacity. Twenty-five elders were ordained on this occa- 
sion, one of whom, Joseph E. Shaw, was from our Conference. Each of 
the Bishops had charge of the ordination of the men from the Con- 
ferences over which they presided. The Bishops present, and who 
had a part in this service, were: Charles L. Mead, Edwin D. Mouzon, 
Frank A. Smith, H. A. Boaz, John M. Moore. The vast audience 
was held spellbound by the impressiveness of this service. The 
hymn “Take My Life and Let It Be Consecrated Lord to Thee’, 
was sung, and the benediction pronounced. The service began at 
2:30 p. m. and closed at 5:00 p. m. 

APPOINTMENTS: This being the Centennial year of Meth- 

odism in Texas, which was the reason for the simultaneous meeting 
of the six Methodist Conferences referred to in the ordination service 
above, resulted in another unusual service, namely, the reading of 
the appointments. This service took place in the City Auditorium 
at 7: 3 0 p. m. with Bishop John M. Moore presiding. The auditorium 
was again filled to capacity. Bishop Charles L. Mead gave a most 
appropriate and stirring address on this occasion, after which the 
several Bishops read the appointments for the Conferences over 
which they presided. The reading of the appointments required 
one hour and twenty minutes. Over 12 00 appointments were read 
on this occasion. A wonderful spirit prevailed in this meeting. 
The singing was of an exceptional nature. The ministers had the 
seats on the main floor and were asked to sing familiar hymns, 
which they did to the apparent delight of the vast audience. Each 
Conference had passed a motion to be adjourned after the reading 
of the appointments. Thus after the benediction by Bishop John 
M. Moore, the 64th session of the Southern Annual Conference came 
to a close.

The young folks 
present were enthusiastic about holding the Institute at the same 
place next summer. 

A good institute was also held on the Lake Charles District with 
a fine enrollment, and a very fine spirit being manifested. The 
Board of Education will consider the holding of our Institute and 
discuss all problems pertaining thereto at its midyear meeting. 

We recommend that a free will offering be taken in each charge 
during the coming year in the interest of Southwestern University.

The Board of Trustees of the Southern Annual Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church met in Houston on November 5, 
1936, with the following members present: C. F. Bohmfalk, Wm.

Deaton, H. C. Leonard, and the Superintendents, R. L. Weldon and 
A. A. Leifeste as ex-officio members. The following business was 
transacted: 

1. L. J. Rode, the secretary, was instructed to bring all notes 
up to date as far as possible. 

2. C. F. Bohmfalk reported no change in the property at Gar- 
wood and he was continued as agent of the Board. 

3. L. J. Rode reported that rent on the Bartlett property was 
paid up to date and was continued as agent of the Board. 
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4. B. F. Lehmberg appeared before the Board, bringing an 
offer from the Broadway Church at Ft. Worth, to exchange some 
lots. This matter was referred back to the church. 

5. R. L. Weldon reported no sale of lots in Ft. Worth and was 
continued as agent of the Board. 

6. A. A. Leifeste reported on properties at Atlanta and Rock 
Hill and was continued as agent of the Board. 

7. C. F. Bohmfalk and L. J. Rode were continued a committee 
to have the title of the San Antonio District residence properly re- 
corded. 

8. A. A. Leifeste reported on Basile property and was instruct- 
ed to bring this matter before the Conference for action. 

9. W. H. Bengtson presented a request from the Quarterly 
Conference of the Eighth Street Church at New Orleans concerning 
the appropriation made them some years ago. A motion*was passed 
by the Board, giving this claim first consideration on funds available 
this year after the expenses of the Board are paid, to the extent of 
paying the interest on $1,500.00. 

10. John Deschner read a communication from the Treasurer 
of the Texas Wesleyan Fund concerning a note of $2,000.00 held 
by them against the Board. The Board instructed the President to 
have this note renewed and urged that payment be made on this 
note as monies can he secured from churches which have not yet 
paid their 50 cents per member for the liquidation of the Trinity 
Church debt. 

11. The following churches on Lake Charles District were given 
second claims on funds available this year after expenses are paid:

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM

We therefore rec- 
ommend the following program of action:

WHERFAS, the church believes that the time is ripe for an 
evangelistic awakening; therefore, be it resolved: 

FIRST, that we endorse the Nationwide Preaching Mission, in- 
stituted by the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, 
now being carried on. We urge every pastor to observe the meet- 
ings as planned, closing on Sunday, December 6th. 

SECOND, that our pastors, Sunday School teachers and Epworth 
League workers make a concerted effort to stop the tide of young 
life which is now drifting away from the church and its services. 
We insist that Sunday School teachers and all. church officials at- 
tend the stated services of the church, thus setting a Godly example 
for the young. 

THIRD, that so far as possible, this year, we undertake to have 
a revival in every church, and strive to get men soundly converted 
to God, and not merely to increase the membership of the church. 

FOURTH, that as we approach the anniversary celebrations of 
the heart-warming experience of John Wesley and the founding of 
the Methodist Church, we as pastors, seek the true blessing of heart 
purity that came to John Wesley.

MINISTERIAL TRAINING 

The Board wishes to make the following recommendations: 

1. That we continue to participate in the Oklahoma Conference 
Pastor’s Summer School.

3. That we approve the appointment of Brother John Deschner 
to the faculty of this Summer School. 

4. That the Disciplinary Requirements: a recommendation from 
the District Superintendent, and a declaration of intention to enter 
the Conference, be required of each candidate for admission on trial 
who expects to benefit by the financial assistance given by the 
church.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
PREACHER’S AID SOCIETY 

Brethren : 

In submitting this annual report, I will call to your attention 
those matters that will require your action at this time. The treas- 
urer’s report will contain such detailed information about the fi- 
nancial condition of the Society as will be of interest to us all. 

During the year, a settlement was made with Blinn College for 
the unsecured note of $3,500. The property situated at West Third 
Street, known as the “Pfaeffle home”, was accepted in lieu of the 
note. The Executive Committee approved this action. The prop- 
erty rental approximates 5 % on the investment. 

An offer was received for the Houston property, located at White 
and Lubbock Streets, but the Executive Committee declined the 
offer. The investment yields better than 8 % interest. The prop- 
erty is all in good repair, as is also the property located at Brenham. 

The Preacher’s Aid Society of the Southern Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church was remembered in the will of the late 
Mrs. E. W. Blinn of Waco, Texas. In her will she remembered the 
Society by giving to it an undivided half interest in a tract of land 
situated outside of and south of the corporate limits of the city of 
Waco. The Society to share and share alike in a 10-acre tract of 
land. Proper record of the will is made in the minutes of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Preacher’s Aid Society. Arrangements 
have been made for the securing of the proper legal papers giving 
the Society possession of the legacy. 

The Treasurer reported to the Executive Committee that in sev- 
eral instances churches which have borrowed money from the 
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Preacher’s Aid Society are in arrears with the payment of interest. 
Also that in a number of cases individual borrowers are in arrears 
with the payment of interest. We would like to urge that each 
member of the Society give this matter personal attention wherever 
that condition exists. 

The Executive Committee held its annual meeting on September 
21, 193 6, and made a careful survey of the condition of the Preach- 
er’s Aid Society, and submits for your consideration the following 
recommendations: ^ 

“We recommend to the Annual Conference that the Board of 
Stewards of the Southern Conference be authorized to withhold from 
each borrower or beneficiary a sum equal to at least 10% of his 
annuity until such time as the loan is liquidated, in accordance with 
Paragraph 575 of the Discipline of 1932.” 

“We further recommend that the Treasurer of the Preacher’s 
Aid Society keep an accurate record of all the delinquents in the 
payment of the annual assessment of 1 % of the pastor’s cash salary. 
Such record shall be furnished the Treasurer of the Conference 
Board of Stewards to be charged against the delinquent’s annuities 
when he becomes a Conference Claimant.” 

The matter of incorporating the Society was again deferred. At 
first legal advice was against incorporation of the Society. Later 
it was ascertained that it will cost between $75 and $100 to incor- 
porate the Society. Your Committee would recommend that, owing 
to the present status of the Conference in regard to the possible 
merging of the larger Methodist bodies in the near future, the mat- 
ter of incorporating the Society be held in abeyance at present.

SOCIAL SERVICE COMMITTEE 

Social ills are but symptoms of an inner malady. Godless, sel- 
fish, and sinful attitudes and practices on the part of individuals 
produce outward social maladjustment and consequent suffeiing. 
To treat the symptoms without attention to the cause is folly and 
gives little hope of success. Jesus said, “Cleanse first the inside of 
the cup and of the platter that the outside thereof may become clean 
also.” 

We believe that the spirit of American Democracy is able to cope 
with the problems of a changing world without the importation of 
alien “isms” or foreign philosophies of government or economics, 
but we likewise hold that the denial of the constitutional rights of 
freedom of speech, the press, and public assemblage to any minority 
group, even in the name of Americanism, is distinctly un-American, 
is reminiscent of the methods of European dictatorships, and is like- 
ly to promote, rather than to diminish, the spread of subversive 
teachings and revolutionary tendencies. 

We do not claim to possess sufficient information to pass upon 
the specific measures essential to the realization of the Christian 
goal in society, but we do believe that, as we approach the Christian 
ideal, brotherly co-operation will supplant competitive struggle, the 
appeal of creative service will increasingly replace the desire to 
acquire, and democracy will be extended as autocracy is curbed. 
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While we do not pass judgment upon the techniques of attainment, 
we, as Methodists, do declare ourselves in favor of a personality- 
making economy;' that is, an economic order wherein the funda- 
mental objective is fullness of life for all. 

War as we know it is utterly destructive. It is the greatest 
social sin of modern times; a denial of the ideals of Christ; a vio- 
lation of human personality; and a threat to civilization. There- 
fore, the Methodist Episcopal Church as an institution does not pur- 
pose to endorse, support, or participate in war. 

If civilization is to endure, non-violent methods must be found 
and demonstrated. We are convinced that intelligence and good 
will can find them. As Christians we shall earnestly seek to dis- 
cover and recommend ways, in harmony with the mind of Christ, 
by which mankind may deal effectively with evil, whether in the 
relations of nations or in the relations of economic or racial groups. 

The fruits of the repeal of the 18th Amendment are before us. 
The hypocrisy of the liquor forces who promised America that the 
saloon would not return and that temperance would be promoted, 
has unmasked itself. An unprecedented increase in the number of 
automobile accidents has coincided with a great growth in the con- 
sumption of beverage alcohol. There have been large increases in 
the number of arrests for drunkenness and of hospital treatments 
for alcoholism. The Keeley Institutes have returned to a profitable 
business in which a large share of their patients are women. These 
things all focus attention upon a great issue and convince us that 
the problem of the relation of alcohol to the welfare of man has 
not been solved. The aggressive advertising of intoxicants, mis- 
leading in character and insidious in method, which bombards us 
in our homes and on our highways by billboard, radio, newspaper, 
and magazine, presents a real menace to our homes and to our so- 
ciety. 

We call upon our churches through their every agency to pro- 
mote a thoroughgoing policy of temperance education, and to engage 
in whatever activities in their own communities which give promise 
of any success in combatting this danger. 

We commend law-enforcing agencies within the bounds served 
by this Conference for their efforts in curtailing the growing evil 
of gambling. We endorse their closing of slot machines, marble 
boards and other games of chance but regret the inconsistency which 
declares, by inaction if not by edict, that wagering on horse and 
dog racing and such lotteries as theatre bank nights are legal and 
innocuous. 

We call upon our ministry and our laity to promote through 
our pulpits, Sunday Schools, and other agencies education for per- 
sonal Godliness, civic righteousness and Christian citizenship. And 
through example as well as by teaching to exert their influence to 
the end that Godliness be promoted and the day hastened when it 
may be truly said that ‘The kingdoms of this world are become the 
kingdom of our Lord and of his Christ.”

LAY CONFERENCE MINUTES 

Houston, Texas, November 5, 193 6. 

The Lay Conference was called to order by Acting Chairman 
A. M. Thompson, Thursday morning in the Norhill Methodist Church. 

Meeting was opened with a prayer by Bro. A. D. Peeples. 

Forty-four lay delegates responded to roll call. 

Chairman Thompson invited Bro. Geo. Carter to explain to the 
organization the “Plan of Unification” of the Methodist Churches, 
he being well-informed on the subject, having been our delegate to 
General Conference. Bro. Carter explained that the Articles of Re- 
ligion would remain the same for each church, as formerly, negro 
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constituency to have their own jurisdiction. Our new name after 
unification is to be “The Methodist Church.” 

A count vote on Unification is to be taken by the Lay Conference 
at their next meeting. 

Chairman Thompson reminded the District Chairman to plan 
for the new officers, also for election of new officers for the Lay 
Conference. 

The time appointed for next meeting to be Friday morning at 
eight o’clock. 

Upon motion the meeting was adjourned. 



Friday, 8:00 A. M., November 6, 1936. 

The Lay Conference was called to order at 8:00 A. M. by Acting 
Chairman A. M. Thompson. 

Motion was made and carried to elect new officers for a four- 
year term. Dan Fischer was appointed judge of election, with Mrs. 
T. O. Knapp and H. E. Hoppmeyer acting as tellers, with the follow- 
ing result: 

President, A. M. Lindemann, Cost, Texas; Treasurer-Vice-Pres- 
ident, A. M. Thompson, Box 3 06, Humble, Texas; Secretary, Mrs. 
F. L. Herzik, Schulenburg, Texas. 

Bro. Geo. Carter explained “The Unit Million Fellowship Plan” 
and how necessary it is to raise more money as the number of our 
foreign missionaries has been reduced from some forty to about four 
due to lack of funds. Bro. Carter also urged that we plan for 
publicity by having each District Chairman appoint a reporter for 
the Central Christian Advocate. 

Treasurer Thompson reported a fund of $1.30 on hand and urged 
that Lay Treasurers, as well as Pastors, send all money for District 
Superintendents to A. M. Thompson at regular intervals — not wait 
until the end of the year. 

The following District Chairmen were elected by their respective 
groups: 

Brenham District — C. F. Schmidt, Brenham, Texas. 

Lake Charles District — G. E. Carter, Port Arthur, Texas. 

San Antonio District — Dan Fischer, 2201 E. Crockett St., San 
Antonio. 

Meeting was adjourned to give the members ample time to meet 
in joint session with the pastors and be able to vote on the question 
of Unification. All the Lay Delegates, fifty-four in number, voted 
unanimously, by count vote, in favor of Unification. 
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Saturday, November 7, 1936. 

Meeting was opened with prayer by Dr. Brandenberger, and fol- 
lowed by his yearly report as Chairman of the San Antonio District. 
He asked, “Have we as Laymen a truly spiritual interest in our 
Church, or do we give too much of our time and energy to outside 
activities?” He urged that we all strive to attain a deeper moral, 
spiritual, and religious outlook in our daily life. 

Bro. Geo. E. Carter gave a most interesting and informative re- 
port as Delegate to General Conference in Columbus, Ohio. He was 
one of 614 delegates who registered from all parts of the world and 
who had the thrill of being able to vote to elect several new Bishops. 
Bro. Carter stressed right attitudes and the spirit of doing. 

Rev. Zenor came and asked our help toward raising $25 to de- 
fray traveling expense of our Missionary Bishop Miller. A collec- 
tion was taken and the necessary fund was given with an additional 
$4.43 to put into our Layman’s General Fund. 

Dan Fischer moved that Dr. Brandenberger’s report be sent to 
the Central Christian Advocate for publication. 

Several members gave good reports of the six-year plan of fur- 
nishing parsonages. 

The assessment for District Superintendents’ salary is set at 
12*4%, 2%% of this for retiring debts and taking care of emer- 
gencies. 

C. F. Schmidt moved we meet at 8:00 A. M. Thursday of next 
year’s Conference. He urged that the Chairman and Secretary get 
a program and notify delegates before Conference, and also recom- 
mended that delegates be present the first two days. 

Moved and carried to give rising vote of thanks and have Sec- 
retary send letters of appreciation to all railroad headquarters for 
the cut rates tendered the pastorate. 

Moved and carried we give Houston, our host city, a rising vote 
of thanks. 

Moved that minutes be completed by Secretary and edited by 
Chairman to be put in Conference Journal. 

Words of encouragement were given by Chairman Lindemann 
and several others. 

Meeting was adjourned with prayer by C. F. Schmidt.

VII. MEMOIRS 



JOHN HIERHOEZER 



John Hierholzer was born near Bracken, Texas, May 1, 1869. 
God touched his life early. Parental influence and pastoral care 
led him into the Kingdom and into the church in his early adoles- 
cence. He felt God’s call for full time service and prepared for it 
in Blinn Memorial College. He received his deacon’s orders in 1895 
under Bishop Andrews, and his elder’s orders under Bishop Malla- 
lieu in 189 7. 

His first marriage, in 189 6, to Miss Hulda Wohl, was terminated 
by death five years later, leaving him two very young daughters, 
Amanda and Milda. In 19 03 he married Johanna Porsch. A son, 
Elmer, and a daughter, Esther, came to bless this new home life. 
In a simple word it may be truthfully and eloquently said the Hier- 
holzer home was God’s home. A faithful and fruitful span of forty- 
three years in the Christian ministry came to a close January 21, 
193 6, when Brother Hierholzer’s translation took place. 

He is survived by his wife, three daughters, Amanda, wife of 
Rev. Ben Behrens, Milda and Esther, and a son, Elmer, upon whom 
falls a Godly heritage. There are also two grandchildren. 

Simple piety and confidence in his God characterize Brother 
Hierholzer’s life and ministry. Some of the charges he served were: 
Austin, Bastrop, Dallas, Waco, Bracken, San Antonio, Fredericks- 
burg, Gonzales. He also served two terms as District Superinten- 
dent, and was useful in the educational and evangelistic and mis- 
sionary activities of the Conference.

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LEWIS EDWIN GOWER 



Lewis Edwin Gower was born in Decatur, 111., on May 13, 186 5. 
Died at Houston, Texas, July 1, 193 6; age 70 years, 2 months and 
17 days. 

When about 15 years of age, together with his parents, he moved 
to Marshall, Mo. At the age of 17, while still working on his fath- 
er’s dairy farm, he was gloriously converted at a revival meeting, 
and felt the call to preach the gospel. For this holy task, he well 
knew the value and necessity of thorough preparation. According- 
ly, after finishing the public schools, for two and one-half years he 
attended a small college at Glasgow, Mo. His eyes failed him and 
he was obliged to leave school. After preaching for one year in 
Taney County, Southern Missouri, he received his first regular ap- 
pointment at Ash Grove, about 20 miles south of Springfield. His 
last appointment in the St. Louis Conference was at Osceola, Mo. 

Due to failing health, he was advised to seek a dryer climate, 
and removed to Arnette, Okla., in the vicinity of which place he 
preached for three years. Later, still in search of health, he came 
to Texas. After serving pastorates at South Houston, Texas, and 
at Lutcher, La., in the old Gulf Conference, he was called to the 
superintendency of what then was the Houston District, which po- 
sition he held for nine consecutive years. Brother Gower had the 
true spirit of the pioneer, and cheerfully endured hardship and 
privation for the Master’s sake. He was a good administrator and 
a good preacher; a workman that needed not to be ashamed. “The 
care of all the churches” brought him low, and in 1926 when the 
Conference was held in San Antonio, he took the retired relation. 

After one year in retirement, he plunged back into the work 
again and was appointed to Woodville, Texas, where he spent five 
years. After one more year as pastor at Ebenezer, La., broken in 
health, he came back to his home in Houston to make ready for that 
long journey from which no traveller ever returns. 

On Easter Sunday morning, at the conclusion of a great service, 
when the pastor preached upon the theme, “Immortality”, in strong, 
rich voice, Brother Gower offered a wonderful prayer. This was 
the last time that Brother Gower was permitted to attend church 
on earth. 

Rev. Lewis Edwin Gower was married by the Rev. E. P. Ander- 
son to Miss Idabel Shannon on September 25, 18 9 0. Two children 
were born, Florence, deceased, and Mrs. Mary Ethel Ruffner. There 
are two grandchildren, Virginia Lee, and “Little Fred.”

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J. F. SARNER 



J. F. Sarner was born in Smaland, Sweden, in 1864. He received 
a very good education in Sweden and served for some years as an 
officer of the Artillery Regiment of his Province. In 1892 he ar- 
rived in Georgetown, Texas, and two years later we find him as a 
supply preacher of the Methodist Episcopal Church serving our 
charge in Waco. The following year he joined the Austin Confer- 
ence on trial and was sent to the Victoria Circuit. In the year 1897 
he was received into full connection of the Conference and was ap- 
pointed to Galveston. Here he served our Church as pastor for 
sixteen years and meantime he built for himself a lasting monument 
in organizing a Seamen’s Mission and in having erected a very 
commodious structure as a Seaman’s Bethel. During his 35 years 
as a Chaplain of that institution he served at different times as Pas- 
tor of the local church and a short term as District Superintendent. 

His years in Galveston were full of labor and responsibility, but 
also rich in blessing to those with whom he came into contact. His 
name became known wherever the “men who go down the sea in 
ships” gather in different ports on the globe. Many a relative of 
seamen in this country and in different European countries knew 
about him and called him blessed for assistance he rendered to loved 
ones in hours of dire need. 

Brother Sarner’s home life was an unusually happy one. In 
1899 he was united in marriage to Miss Hilma Sand of Georgetown, 
and four children came to bless this union, the son, Raymond, and 
the daughters, Lillian, Marion and Fay. With their mother they 
now mourn the passing of our noble brother and friend. 

His place in the Conference was one of great usefulness as a 
member of several boards and committees. Among his brethren in 
the ministry within the Conference and in the home city he was 
greatly respected not only for his business acumen and sterling- 
character but even more for his great heart. A loyal servant .of 
the Master has gone to his coronation. 

His memory will be a sweet fragrance with us who knew and 
loved him during the coming years until our race is run and we 
shall meet him again.

Henrietta Makowski, nee Wellmann, was born in Westphalia, 
Germany, May 12, 18 78. At the age of nine she emigrated to 
America with her parents and settled at Philippsburg, Washington 
County, Texas. 

After a period of religious instruction by her pastor, the Rev. 
J. W. A. Witt, she passed the examination in the Catechism and 
was received into membership of the church Easter Sunday, April 
10, 1892. 

On December 7, 1899, she was united in marriage to her now 
sorrowing husband, the Rev. Wm. Makowski. The officiating cler- 
gyman was the late Rev. W. A. Moers. For over 3 6 years they 
shared the joys and sorrows of the Methodist itinerant ministry.

Under the influence 
of a God-fearing teacher, Prof. Richter, she enjoyed the benefits of 
a good public school education, which in addition to the usual stud- 
ies, included Bible and the memorizing of many Bible passages. 
Her religious instruction under her pastor, Rev. Salzer, made a deep 
and lasting impression upon her and laid the foundation for her 
fine Christian character. She developed into a young girl with 
strong religious convictions. In the course of time she moved to 
Karlsruhe, where she lived in a Christian atmosphere and was ac- 
tive in the Sunday School and young people’s work in a large city 
congregation. Under these circumstances she became acquainted 
with a young man by the name of Wm. Buehrer, whom she married 
on July 13, 18 82. For their wedding trip they chose to come to 
America, settling at Archibald, Ohio. Four years later, at the sug- 
gestion of Rev. Wm. Pfaeffle, they moved to Brenham, Texas, where 
Mrs. Buehrer for four years had charge of the Dining Hall of Blinn 
Memorial College. 

At this point in her life her husband was ordained as a ministei 
in the Southern Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. Her 
genuine Christian character and her unusual ability to associate with 
people made her a real asset as a preacher’s wife. As mistress of 
the parsonage, her hospitality toward ministers and church members 
was unbounded. Her wise counsel and advice to membeis in dis- 
tress was a benediction to many. During the 42 years in the active 
ministry she literally gave herself in sacrificial service to her Lord. 

During the long and serious illness of her daughter, Emma, she 
overtaxed her physical strength so that she never completely re- 
covered. Her strength and her health were definitely impaired so 
that by 1925 it became necessary for her husband to retire from the 
active ministry. 

In the course of a year her health was sufficiently restored so 
that she and her husband could once more enter the active ministry 
for another period of ten years. During the latter part of 193 5 her 
health began to fail so that she with her husband had to retire from 
the active work. 

Her former ailment asserted itself and became increasingly ser- 
ious. On July 29, 1936, she became suddenly and seriously ill. 
The severity of her illness assumed such proportions that she real- 
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ized that her hour had come. She was resigned to God’s will and 
testified of the assurance that the Lord was with her and that she 
had no fear, and that her Christ was guiding her into the Mansions 
of the Father’s House. The end came on July 3 0, 193 6, at 7 p. m. 
at an age of 77 years, 6 months and 28 days. 

Besides her beloved husband, Rev. Wm. Buehrer, she leaves two 
daughters, Ida, the wife of Dr. M. B. Brandenberger of Seguin, 
Texas; Pearl, the wife of Dr. A. J. Winkler of Davis, California; 
and a son, Dr. Theophil F. Buehrer of Tucson, Arizona; 7 grand- 
children, Roy, Victor and Sidney Brandenberger; Ruth and Ruby 
Buehrer, and Marjorie and Ethel Ann Winkler. Two daughters, one 
Flora Buehrer, died in early childhood, and the other daughter, 
Emma, deceased wife of D. J. Brandenberger, preceded her in death. 
She also leaves three sisters: Mrs. John Kleinknecht, wife of Rev. 
J. Kleinknecht of San Antonio; Mrs. Charles Bahlmann of Mon- 
thalia, Texas, and Mrs. Konrad Mehr of Karlsruhe, Germany, and 
a wide circle of friends who mourn her departure. 

Funeral services were conducted by Rev. John Deschner, who 
was assisted by 16 members of the Southern Annual Conference, in 
the Austin Street Methodist Episcopal Church, at Seguin, Texas.

She was the daughter of Rev. Jeremiah Alexander, one of the 
best known and beloved Baptist preachers in east Texas during his 
time. On December 3, 189 0,- she was married to C. H. LaGrone.

She, 
having been a Christian from early childhood, naturally made a 
worthy preacher’s wife. I have hardly known one more consecrated 
than this good woman of the parsonage. She was forgetful of self, 
and lived for others.
